During  the  current  Winter  Session  (first  and  second  semesters,   1960-61),  a  total  of  5,593  different  students 
were  admitted  at  Urbana  directly  from  secondary  schools  in  contrast  with  4,602  admitted  during  a  similar  period 
a  year  ago.     This  is  an  increase  of  991  or  21.53  percent.     At  the  Chicago  Undergraduate  Division  2,855  were 
admitted  this  year  in  contrast  with  2,489  last  year  for  an  increase  of  366  or  14.70  percent.     At  Urbana,  48.90 
percent  were  from  the  highest  quarter  and  78.30  percent  were  from  the  upper  half.     Only  5.43  percent  were  from 
the  lowest  quarter.     At  the  Chicago  Undergraduate  Division,  35.18  percent  were  from  the  highest  quarter,  68.75 
percent  were  from  the  upper  half,  and  8.07  percent  were  from  the  lowest  quarter.
